A citrus growers’ committee | 
has been named to work with the 
chamber of commerce in obtain- 
ing lists of persons who will re- 
spond to the call for orchard 
heating, if and when the need 
arises.

Start of this feature 
is the official start of the alert 
season for all persons charged 
with the responsibility of prevent- 
ing the citrus fruit and_ trees 
from freezing. 

Looking to the time when act- 
ual firing may be necessary, the 
committee is asking the full co- 
operation of all residents in. sign- 
ing up for work during the freez-, 
ing emergency. . 

Caretakers of large acreages 
have announced that the. mini- 
mum pay for ary call to work 
will be $5, or at $1 an hour in 
case it is necessary to work more 
than five hours at any one time. 
While the rate may vary, several 
persons with large acreages un- 
der their care have announced 
they will pay $5 for ‘any call, even | 
though it is unnecessary to re- 
main long on the job. 

The growers’ committee 
depend upon residents of the com- 
munity to respond to the plea as 
well as contacting other organ- 
izations here for assistance. 

The chamber office is main- 
taining a list for persons to sign 
up and thus signify their willing- 
ness to cooperate if and when 
heating is deemed likely.

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Twenty-Five Years Ago— 


Uplanders Turn Out at 2:45 a. m. to Celebrate 
Signing of World War I Armistice in 1918 


Uplanders . celebrated joyously 
and almost riotuously 25 years 
ago when word of the armistice 
was flashed about the world. 

With at least 150 young men in 
the service at that time from 
here, the “cease firing” order re- 
sulted in a tumultous celebration 
starting at 2:45 a.m. on Novem- | 
ber 11, 1918, according to a} 
graphic account of that historic | 
day in The Upland News. 

It so happened that signing of 
the Armistice came on the same} 
day that Upland was conducting’ 
a rally to raise its quota for the| 
United War Work campaign. 

Following is The News’ story) 
of a quarter of a century ago | 
concerning the spontaneous Arm- 
istice celebration. 

AVOID HOAX 

’Twas not long after midnight | 
when news was flashed _ into 
Southern California that the arm- 
istice had been signed, but as the | 
people had once been the butt of 
a hoax, newspaper men insisted 
that the official notice be receiv- 
ed before awakening the people. 

At 2:45 a.m. Upland’s siren | 
sounded forth the glad news, and | 
intermingled «with the whistle) 
came the ringing of the church 
bells. Immediately the streets 
filled with people and an automo- 
bile parade carrying every con- 
ceivable noise maker proceeded on{ 
its way. 

Soon after the announcement of 
the armistice, Rev. Kent, pastor;

Cans Picked Up Here 
Once a Month

Uplanders use about six 
truckloads of canned food each 
month. 

At least it takes “six or sev- 
en” truckloads to haul away 
cans collected by the city in 
the once-a-month tin can pick- 
up service, according to Mar- 
vin Francisco, superintendent 
of the city’s street department. 

The truck loads of cans are 
placed in the stock pile at 
Kighteenth street and Campus 
avenue. When the pile becomes 
large enough, an electric steam 
shovel will be brought here to 
load the cans into a crushing 
roller and then hauled to Los 
Angeles for conversion into 
metals for use in the war ef- 
fort. 

Tin cans are now being pick- 
up from every home in the 
community and.not just sub- 
scribers to the city’s garbage 
dispogal service, as was the 
policy until this month. Regu- 
lar pick-up day is the second 
Thursday of each month.

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Advisability of the West End 
of San Bernardino county becom- 


tan Water District to obtain suf- 
ficient water supply for future de- 
velopment is emphasized by a 
post-war planning committee.

Armistice Day 

At the 11th hour of the 11th day of the 11th month it 
came just a quarter of a century ago—peace—that wasn’t 
really peace at all, but merely what the name implied—an 
armistice. 

Now, with the great nations of the earth grinding ont 
another terrible chapter in the history of humanity, Armis 
tice Day may seem to be devoid of meaning. Actually, how 
ever, its significance has increased, 

Armistice Day is a sharp reminder to us that peace will 
not automatically drop down from the heavens and abide | 
with us forever, once the shooting ceases. We know now | 
that we must work for, fight for peace as vigorously—if not 


as dramatically—in peace times as we do in war. 


No one factor has given rise to the hope of a genuine 
and lasting peace as the announced results of the Moscow 
conference. Whatever that conference may have apparently 
failed to do in regard to the future status of Baltic and 


Balkan nations, the fact remains that the Big Four have 
agreed on several basic principles. 


No separate peace with Germany—or Japan. A definite 


plan has been made for the trial and punishment of war 
criminals. Cooperation in the maintenance of peace in the 
post-war world, not only among the Big Four but among 
all nations that care to join with them. 

The success of this conference now opens the way for a 
face-to-face meeting between Roosevelt, Churehill and 
Stalin—and possibly Generalissimo Chiang Kai Shek. If 
these ‘‘top men’’ of the globe can sueceed in getting to- 
gether in spirit as well as in body, the outlook for ie world 
will be brighter than it has been in decades. 

We have reason to hope therefore that the ‘‘November 
11th’’ of this war will not be merely an armistice day, but 
the beginning of a lasting peace.
